BRIGHTON.—Berries red, medium size, best quality. Vine vigorous, hardy and productive. Should be 
planted near Concord or Worden for fertilization of blossoms. Ripens before Concord. 

srighton is perhaps the best all-round red grape, giving both quality and quantity, whereas Catawba and

CONCORD.—Too well known as the standard black grape of America to need any description. For gen- 
eral cultivation the most reliable variety grown, ‘The Grape for the Millions.’’ 

DIAMOND (Moore’s Diamonp).—An excellent white; skin thin, but tough, making it a good shipper. Vine 
good grower, healthy, hardy and productive. Ripens a little before Concord. Very popular where known. 

MOORE EARLY.—Most valuable early black, ripening two weeks before Concord; fruit considerably larger 
and about the same in quality; vine moderate grower, hardy. A heavy bearer if pruned slightly longer 
than is usual with other sorts. Succeeds best on rich soil with good cultivation. 

NIAGARA.—Berries large, clear white; thin, but tough skin; does not crack, making a fine shipper. 
Flavor distinct and very agreeable. Ripens soon after Concord. Vine vigorous, productive, hardy. 

Those who have given Niagara a fair trial will agree that it is, all points considered, the best_of all white grapes, 
I consider it the most yaluable variety known. No other variety makes such uniformly large, perfect bunch- 
es. Vineall that could be desired in health, vigor and productiveness. Skin thin, but tough enough to make 
it an excellent fruit to handle.—f.
